Arab ‘economic hijack’ 
UK firms refusing 
trade with Israel

LONDON. ~— The number of Bri- 
tish firms refusing to trade with 
Israel because of fear of the Arab 
boycott is in 
not only companies importing from 
Israel but also companies exporting 
to Israel and even British adver- 
tising agencies which have con- 
tracts with Israeli organizations in 

their portfolio. 

The seriousness of the situation 
was underlined yesterday by Lewis 
Goodman, chairman-of the Anglo- 
Israel Chamber of Commerce. Ad- 
dressing a Chamber luncheon at- 
tended by Jeremy Thorpe, leader 
of the Liberal Party, Goodman cal- 
Jed for legislation in Britain out- 
lawing the boycott. 

“While Her Majesty's Government 
has over the years advised British 
co) les to take a balanced view, 
It fs opportune to study the Ameri- 
can legislation which, in fact, re- 
quires exporters to inform the De- 
partment of Commerce of restric- 
tive practices or boycott 
against a foreign country.” 

Goodman said that the accumu- 
lation of umprecedented economic 

by the Arabs as a result 
of the increase in the price of oil 
has created a new reality. ‘The 
very chance of obtaining an Arab 
order under the present circum- 
stances constitutes an excuse for 
large companies for breaking eco- 
nomic relations with Israel.” 

Up to the present Israel and 
pro-Israel trade organizations have 
tended to play down the whole 
issue of the boycott, but the situa- 
tion has now become so serious that 
the chairman felt “the time has 
come when there is a need for 
wilful misunderstandings to be

The situation is 
still] explosive and every effort must 
be made between now and the ex- 
Piration of the mandate of the UN 
peace-keeping forces to achieve o 
political settlement because peace- 
keeping {is not an end in itself.” 

He added, “I cannot tell you when 
the Geneva conference will be re- 
sumed but do wish to tell you that 
it is urgent to make another effort 
to get us out of the stalemate we 
are in right now in the political 
field.” . 

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon sum- 
marized the talks with Dr. Wal- 
dhelm as “most fruitful." Mr. Allon 
lauded the part played by the UN 
peace-keeping forces, viewed by Is- 
rael as an integral part of the dis- 
engagenient agreements —- “8 neces- 
sary political and psychological pre- 
requisite to achieving peace in the 
area.”

Rabin: Israel can’t be beatens 
meets hostility in Nazareth

NAZARETH. — “Israel is strong 
and cannot be beaten in battle. 
‘Whoever thinks otherwise may cause 
more wars, More conquests, Most 
casualties and sorrow — mainly on 
the other side” Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin told 2 meeting of Jewish and 
Arab high school pupils, many of 
the latter openly and vocally hos- 
tile, at the (Culture Centre here yes- 
terday. 

The only option was therefore to 
start negotiations with Israel “and 
when they do so the Arabs will 
find us ready for compromise and 
concessions,” he declared. 

Replying to a question by an 

Arab doy, Mr. Rabin sald Israel 
would never negotiate with the 
PLO: “We hed an underground too 
but they didn% kill Innocent women 
and children.” He considered the 
improved relations between the 
Arabs and the U.S. a positive de- 
velopment, {f it did not come at the 
expense of Ierael, as indicating that 
they were turning towards peace 
and ‘the solution of internal prob- 
lems. He did not think that the 
recent disturbances in the West 
Bank, which were caused by a 
handful of teachers and agitators, 
warranted any drastic changes in 
Israel's policy in the areas. 
Mr. Rabin was heckled by Arab 
upiis and had to stop speaking 
from time to ‘time under the bar- 
rage of provocative shouts and 
calls. The Arab pupils turned many 
of their questions into statements 
of opinions and accused Israel as 
the guilty party in the Arab-Israel 
conflict. They asked why “Israel 
doesn't want peace,” was refusing 
to attend the Geneve conference, 
refused to withdraw from the areas 
and why it refused to recognize the 
PLO. 


‘The Premier kept his cool at 
first and told the youngsters, “We 
have met to speak not to argue, 
end ff we'll talk nicely we'll get 
good results.” He also put in a 
few Arabic words here and there 
tut the pupils continued heckling, 
repeating the same questions again 
and again after he had given de- 
tailed answers. 

Mr. Rabin finally abandoned his 
restraint and sald, “I am sure that 


in Egypt and Syria pupils would 
not be alowed to put such ques- 
tions and express themselves as 
freely as you are doing here. I 
doubt whether the ghetto-enclosed 
Jews of Damascus can speak with 
President Assad ag you are speak- 
img to me. That is the big differ- 
ence between us and the Arab 
states, Despite the unpleasantness 
of your behaviour I consider free- 
dom of expression a sign of Israel's 
strength.”

For the 
first Einie after many years of fin- 
ποδὶ anemia, the company reports 
3 met profit of nearly ILém. for 
2973/74, compared with a loss of 
UA.im. in 72/73. Sales last year 
were up 29 per cemt to IL113m. 
The profit {s used to reduce an ac- 
cumulated deficit of over IL23m. to 
TL17.4m. 

“Deapite the digiocations of the 
Yom Kippur War, we were able to 
fulgil our commitments to agricul- 
ture amd industry.” Dr. Reis said. 
Fie credited the technical and dnan- 
Cia! sutceas to the smooth operation 
of recently-installed equipment, to 
larger output, to higher world mar- 
ket prices idue to a shortage of 
tertilizers! and τὸ record sales on 
the home.market (where prices are 
controlicd.and muck iower than on 


the world market). 

In the current year, which began 
in April, the outlook is even better. 
Since June, 125,000 tons of fer- 
tilizers have been sold to farmers 
here (against 95,000 tons ordered in 
advance), a 25 per cent increase 
over last year, Exports have run up 
$5m. in six mouths, nearly as much 
as all of 73/74. The turnover fore- 
east for the whole of 74/75 after 
revision In the light of market de- 
velopments now stands at 1L260m. 
(IL113m. last year). This includes 
TL45m. of exports .(TL7m. last 
year). Most of the buying countries 
are in South America and East 
Αβια. 

“Although we expect some drop 
in world market prices due to hectic 
expansion of capacity in many Coun- 
tries, we believe that now is the 
time for new investments to expand 
fertilizers production in the ‘eightles 
and to achleve greater ‘technical ef- 
ficiency," Dr. Reis said. Work is 
advancing on a modern 175,000 tons- 
aeyear sulphuric acid piant to re- 
place ἃ 22-year-old 90,000 ton plant, 
mow too small and ecologically un- 
sound. (Large quantities of the acid 
must now be imported at great ex- 
pense to meet. rising demand herel. 
Axother project already approved ts 
a 200,000 tons ammonia plant to 
be ready In four years. The grow- 


ing need for ammonia is now met 
by the new 80,000 tons plant and 
an old 30,000 tons unit recalled 
from well-eamed retirement. 

Dr. Dalia Greidipger, in charge of 
the company’s research laboratory, 
announced a new industrial process 
for making urea phosphate, a cattle- 
feed additive. A semi-industrial unit 
now turns out one ton an hour, and 
the plan Js to set up a 80,000 tons- 
a year plant.

MEXICO CITY (UPI). — Mexico 
on Tuesday night severed the tenuous 
relations it has maintained with 
Chile since the overthrow of the 


Salvador Allende government 14 


months ago. 
“The Mexican government hag de- 


cided to put an end to its diplo- , 


matic relations with the present 
government of the Republic of 


Chile," the Foreign Office statement 
said. . 


“As a result, it has sent inatrue- 
tions to the Mexican charge d'af- 
faires to formally communicate this 
decision to the Chilean 
Office and to return to Mexico with 
all embassy personnel. 

“At the same time, the Foreign 
Office notified the Chilean charge 
@affsires in this capital of this 
decision."" 

Although no explanations were 
immediately offered by the Mexican 
government, diplomatic sources here 
pelieved the action resulted mainly 
from Chile's refusal to permit Laura 
Allende, sister of the late Chilean 
president, to come here. 

She was arrested in Santiago 
early this month on suspicion of 
aiding and encouraging subversive 
activities by an underground arm 
of the revolutionary insurrectional 
movement, now reportedly led by 
one of her sons, Andres Pascal Al- 
lende.

Barnard defends two-heart 


transplant 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — Pro- 
fessor Christiaan Barnard yesterday 
took up the cudgela against medical 
critics who disapproved of his latest 
operation in which he gave δ 58- 
year-old patient a second heart. 

He planned to have his patient 
Ivor Taylor up and about yesterday 
to confound the opposition and said 
he never has claimed the concept of 
man having two hearts is new. 

“{ have at no stage claimed that 
this is am original concept. In medi- 
eine today one cannot find much 
that is original, But 85 in all these 
things, it is important that someone 
should have the guts to apply the 
technique,” said the 52-year-old sur- 
geon who pioneered heart transplants 
seven years ago. 

Barnard implanted a second heart 
on Sunday, from a 10-year-old 
coloured girl, inside Taylor’s chest, 
in the surgeon’s 11th transplant 
operation and bulletins since have 
said the patient is in “excellent” 
cardiac condition. 

Taylor had been bedridden with 
terminal heart disease and Barnard 
said he cut away most of the left 
ventricle of the original organ — “as 
bad ἃ heart as I have ever seen.”

“My answer would be, I would ait 
down with the leaders of the Israelt 
government,” Rockefeller said, “and 
I would say, ‘All right, here is 
the reality and how are we going 
to deal with it?’ If you will forgive

, problem. This is not our problem. 
This is their problem. They lve 
ever there. These people were on 
their land, and they took the land." 

Rockefeller continued: “Now, we 
have got problems. Do not mis- 
understand me. But, we cannot solve 
everybody's problems, and by mak- 
ing a pronouncement in this room 
as to what you would do or what 1 
I would do, may not solve a prob- 
lem. It may only exacerbate that 
problem and may make it more 
difficult for the countries invoived 
to solve it. Therefore, I think I 
have a tremendous responsibility to 
use restraint.” 

When Silberg commented that 
“Your (Rockefeller's) position and 
my position are somewhat diffe- 
rent” and added that “I think it is 
more our problem than you think,” 
Rockefeller said: 

“Excuse me. If I might just com- 
ment on that. It is our problem in 
that it affects us, but we do not 


have the power to settle it” 

At the start of the testimony on 
his attitudes towards the Middle 
Hast problem, Rockefeller stated 
that the problem of the Pales- 
tinfans is “the tip of the iceberg.” 

“We cannot deal with problems 
by simplified headlines, or half a 
minute on television, and have the 
American people understand the 
complexity. This is what I admire 
so much about Henry Kissinger. He 
is working tediously with all the 
elements involved," Rockefeller said. 

He then noted that because “other 
possible solutions that might have 
taken place earlier were passed up,” 
a “very serious problem” has 
arisen: “Should this organization 
(PLO) be recognized.” 

Rockefeller did not elaborate as 
to what he was referring to when 
he said that “other possible solu- 
tions" were missed. 

At another point during the tes- 
timony, which wes conducted by the 
committee to see whether the no- 
minee is fit to assume the Vice- 
Presidency (the committee later ap- 
proved Rockefeller’s nomination), 
Ellberg pressed Rockefeller to 
clarify his position toward the PLO. 
Rockefeller replied: 

‘I would have to talk with the 
Israelis about how they feel and 
what are the possibilities of getting 
some solution. One of the problems, 
forgive me, Mr. Congressman (ἘΠῚ- 
berg), is that those of us who are 
in positions elected, or have im- 
portance and take positions on some 
issues, we can affect other people's 
opinions and their Hves and make 
it very difficult to negotiate.

Indeed, Sweden's τιν law “Ziad 
been created to satisfy popular de- 
mand provoked by Government pro- 
posals for the establishment of 8 
computerized master data bank to 
include all personal information 
held by the various public bodies. 


Instead of introducing an unwant-_ 


ed element of secrecy into the ad- 
ministration of publicly held re- 
cords, the Data Act restricts the use 
of computers in information proces- 
sing. The courts now consider all 
magnetic tapes and discs used for in- 
formation storage as documents pro- 
tected under the law; and data 
trespass has been established as a 
new offence punishable by two 
years’ imprisonment. Information 
fied by the public remains avail- 
able for inspection, but its nature 
is severely restricted. 

“By regulating what data may 
be put into a public computer," says 
one Swedish official, “privacy can 
be protected without conflict with 
the free-access principle because 
there is no access to what is not 
put in.” 


A new Data Inspection Board has 
just been set up with wide-ranging 
powers over the administration of 
both governmental and privately 
owned computers. All organizations 
running computerized personal re- 
gisters must apply for operation 
licences before the end of this year. 
The Board, responsible to an Ombu- 
dsman who is in turn controlled by 
Parliament. is entrusted with the 
task of protecting personal privacy. 
Its power to do so lies in the na- 
ture of the operational licences 
granted. 

The terms of each licence define 
the purpose for which a computer 
may be used, the nature of the in- 
formation it is alowed to store, the 
manner of collecting that informa- 
tion and the ways it may be pro- 
cessed and divulged. 

Sweden, too, is drawing on ex- 
perience from abroad. Its terms of 
operation licence to be granted to 
computerized credit reporting 
cles, for example, may well include 
& provision already enacted in Pro- 
vincial legislation in some parts of 
Canada and in the American Fair 
Credit Reporting Act of 1972, enabl- 
ing individuals to correct erroneous 
data about themselves held in com- 
puters. 

Tf the public had allowed the com- 
pletion of these developments, it 
might now be too late for the 
country to turn back from an un- 
intended tyranny of technology.

More shed area 
for Haifa port 


Terusatem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — Bonted warehouses cov- 
ering 5,000 sq.m. of enclosed space 
have been constructed in the Bay- 
side zone by the Bayside Bonded 
Warehouses Corporation, an affi- 
liate of the Bayside Land Corpora- 
tion, at an investment of IL3.5m. 

The installation boasts prefabri- 
cated sheds, assembled from steel 
sheets,- which need no supporting 
columns and allow forklifts, trucks 
and goods to move without obstruc- 
tion. The roof is glass wool insu- 
lated and reduces temperature 
changes to a minimum. Considerable 
open space allows for the storage 
of raw materials, containers and 
other non-perishable goods. ‘ 
“This is the first time our com- 
pany has offered a complete range 
of services, including customs clear- 
ing, transport, storage, insurance, 
‘the handling of sensitive goods, 
and supervision,” Bayside general 
manager Asher Arbel said last 
week. Until now the Bayside Cor- 
poration has been involved in dev- 
elopment work in the Haifa area 
and in constructing industrial parks 
between Nahariya and Beersheba. 
‘They have also completed several 
housing and commercial projects, 
such as the Melierhoff shopping 
centre in Kirlat Eliezer here. 
“Since devaluation the goods in 
our warehouse, mainly electrical 
housebold appliances, have not mov- 
ed,” the Bayside executives said 
Vacuum cleaners, TV sets, refri- 
gevators and other appliances of Eu- 
ropean origin are piled up to the 
ceiling in large numbers; they can 
be sold at post-devaluation prices 
only. 


Clal opens 
U.S. office

TEL AVIV. -— Israel's largest pri- 
vately-owned corporation, Clal (Is- 
raet) Ltd., has opened offices in the 
US., its first permanent representa.

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MUNICIPALITIES 
IN THE RED 


This is the second and 
eonecluding part of 
POST Economic Editor 
MOSHE ATER’s article 
on the financial state of 
the municipalities. 


The municipalities’ mounting debt 
service Is also not of their making 
but a combined result of the big 
deficits which they are running and 
the high cost of linked borrowing in 
the prevailing inflationary circum- 
stances. While industry and egricul- 
ture are fighting tooth and nail to 
get loans non-Hnked, most municipal 
loans carry ἃ 9 per cent interest 
plus a coramission of 1 to 1.5 per 
cent plus full linking to the Co.L., 
so that their effective cost current- 
ty amounts to over 50 per cent a 
year. However, people are mistaken 
In suspecting the municipalities of 
raising unauthorized loans from hid- 
den sources, Dr. Peled stresses. Even 
though the municipalities may turn 
to various intermediaries, the funds 
concerned mostly come from com- 
mercial banks and from insurance 
companies (including the funds rais- 
ed by the EWat municipality through 
Tomer’s good offices} at terms 
which must pass the examination 
of the Ministry of Interior. There 
is no secret that Ramat Gan's debts 
have by now risen to about IL130m. 
while those of Tel Aviv amount to 
about IL800m. The only mystery is 
bow these debts are to be serviced 
from the current budgets. 


The question remains — why have 
the municipalities indulged in deficit 
spending and not tried long 
ago to cut down expenditure 
in order to make ends meet? The 
usual answer is that they have 
been forced to expand their services 
because of the rapidly rising urban 
population and demand for better 
welfare. Dr. Peled admits, however, 
that municipal services have been 
expanded steadily without much re- 
gard to their actual cost, and to 
the means available, in order to 
gain popular favour, partly with an 
eye to forthcoming elections, and 
partly following the lead of other 
townships, As a result municipal ser- 
vices here often exceed those pro- 
vided in richer cities in Europe and 
the U.S. 


A case in point is the establish- 


ment of kindergartens for children 
of four, and even three years old, 


In order to meet the demand af 
working mothers. Other municipali- 


ties made the start. and when peo- 
ple in Ramat Gan clamoured for 
it, we just had to follow sult, Dr. 
Peled says. When he tried to argue 
that the city could not afford it, 
he was told by the Minister of Edu- 
cation that that was a social uchieve- 
ment one should be proud of. Other 
instances are dental clinics, meals 
and psychologists for school chil- 
dren, municipa! libraries, museums, 
and recently established aid for 
children with vocal disturbances in 
Ramat Gan -- and of course, the 
air defence and civil guard services 
special to Israel. 

A child in the pre-kindergarten is 
charged IL50 a month, but this is 
a fraction of the running cost, with- 
out taking into account the invest- 
ment involved, which now amounts 
to well over 1.200.000 for a class of 
35 children. However, 15 such kin- 
dergartens are now under construc: 
tion in Ramat Gan, and that wiil 
not be enough to meet the expected 
demand. Dr, Peled has stopped va- 
rious construction projects to the 
tune of IL9.5m. but more than 
that is about to be spent on con- 
struction of 17 additional] air-raid 
shelters, part of which will have 
to be financed by yet more loans 
at linked terms. Ramat Gan in- 
tends to reduce its street clean-~ 
ing service by making shop-owners 
responsible for the cleaning of 
adjacent sidewalks, and to cut its 
garbage disposal service by letting 
removal of garden cuttings be hand- 
led by a contractor, Cost-free dis- 
tribution of plastic bags for gar- 
bege will be stopped. Other cut~ 
backs of services are also on the 
agenda, but they will hardly be 
enough to offset the bulging defi- 
eit. 

Israel municipalities are now press-~ 
ing for a stop-gap ald to meet 
their current emergency, and for 8 
radical reform of their financing 
base. To this end they would like 
to be allocated a certain share of 
the government's tax income (some 
2 per cent of the expected 10 per 
cent of VAT), However, it is doubt- 
ful whether that additional revenue 
wili solve the problem. It will not 
reduce the inflated municipal work 
force and their inefficient adminis- 
trative machinery. It will not put 
an end to their tendency to please 
the electorate by spending more than 
they can actually afford. It will 
still leave them with a huge lnk- 
ed debt. Neither will it improve 
the effectiveness of government con- 
trol of their operations. Israel mu~ 
nicipalities have no doubt outgrown 
their present status, still based on 
the Mandatory model. But too little 
thought has been given to working 
out a new one, that may fit the 
conditions of present Israel.

“THE DANGER OF WAR is real, 
very real.

That dark assessment was made 
by King Hussein: of Jordan the 
other day during an interview at 
his palace here in Amman. It re- 
flects his considered judgment of 
what is likely to happen in the 
Middle East following the recogni- 
tlon of Yasser Arafat and his fol- 
lowers as the legitimate represen- 
tatives of the Palestinian cause. 

For, as recent events make plain, 
Arafat and his Palestine Liberation 
Organization are Ukely to comtinue 
their acts of terrorism and violence. 
Not only is Israel to deal 
with him, but King Hussein, who 
plays host to most Palestinians, is 
not going to help him either, 

Until the PLO wag recognized by 
the Arab heads of state meeting 
in Rabat, and then by the United 
Nations, Hussein considered himself 
the principal custodian of the Pa- 
lestinian cause. He expected that, 
as part of the diplomatic process 
set in motion by Henry Kissinger, 
he would negotiate with Israel for 
the West Bank. ε
